THE PRESIDENNT'S MessaGe.—The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Boston. Post 
writes to that paper concerning the forth- 
coming message of President Johnson: 

President Johnson has completed the 
rough draft of his annual m and he 
congratulates himself upon the fact that it 
is to be his last. He says that no man has 
ever surrendered official responsibility 
with a moiety of the pleasure which he 


vindicate, at much length, the 
of his administration. Not, 
the purpose of convincing those to whom 
it is addressed, but to place on record a full 
vindication of his official action. The mes- 
sage reviews the Reconstruction Acts and 
compares the Reconstruction policy of 
Congress with the f eb 
istration as viewed 
Constitution as well as upon their in- 
trinsic merits, as plans for restor- 
ing peace and prosperty to a distracted 
country. President Johnson is better sat- 
isfied than ever of the wisdom of the plan 
of restoration which he proposed, and says 
that time has tended to establish the falla- 
cy of Congressional Reconstruction. Re- 
ferring to the general shock which the 
Constitution had received at the hands of 
the dominant party, he cites cases of ty- 
ranny and outrage which were its necessa- 
ry results. This portion of the me e 
closes with an eloquent appeal to t 
American people to stand by the Union of 
the State, but at the same time never to 
forget that the Constitution is the sheet 
anchor of their freedom. There is much 
in the message, it is said, to remind the 
country of Washington’s farewell address, 
and it may be that President Johnson had 
this immortal document in mind while 
dictating his last message, the details of 
which are understood to be in a great 
measure similar to the message sent to 
Congress one year ago.

Mr. Editor: I ask a place in your col- 
umns for a short series of short articles on 
the subject of education in Atlanta. In 
this article, | propose to show by facts. the 
great distinction in the way of school 
buildings, and thereby demonstrate the 
duty of the incoming City Council. 

And firet, let me say that, prompted 
partly by philanthropy and partly by ne- 
cessity, Many men and women, by paying 
high rents, and struggling heroicaliy with 
poverty, have done and are still doing 
much towards educating the masses of our 
children. But whiist scores of teachers 
are thus employed, paying shy locks ex- 
horbitant rents, and teaching hundreds of 
poor children gratis, thousands of children, 
male and female, are utterly destitute of 
the means of education, and are growing 
up in our midst to be, not mere paupers. 
but a curse to the city. Ignorance is the 
forerunner of degradation. 

And is it true that a very large propor- 
tion of these ignorant children semi-bar- 
barous, are to form and fashion the man- 
ners and habits of our-city? They must 
and will constitute a part of the body pol- 
itic. They must and will form an impor- 
tant element in our society. 

How is this vast multitude to be educa- 
ted—these who are to be Mayors, Council- 
men, Legislators, Teachers, Business Men, 
eto, eto. 

What arrangements have been made to 
secure even a shelter for the pedagogue 
who would lead these children to the foun- 
tains of learning? Look. Mr. Editor, at 
the facts, burning and blistering as they 
may be, still they are undeniable and in- 
controvertable. 

Within the city of Atlanta there is not a 
single house large or small appropiated by 
city authority to educational purposes, 
save a little shanty at the Fair Ground, 
which the august Council Board suffers a 
poor woman to occupy to teach the poor 
children of that neighborhood without 


y: 

That isthe grand monument to perpetu- 
ate the educational enterprise of the City 
Council of the grand Gate City, the great 
capital of the Empire State of the South. 
This little shanty, which is worth perhaps 
$50, is all that Atlanta can boast of in the 
way of public schools among the white 
population. 

But, Mr. Editor, I wish to state another 
fact: the negroes of Atlanta have two mag- 
nificent college edificies, one on the east 
and the other on the west side of town. 

These buildings and their equipments 
will compare favorably with the best col- 
lege edifices in the State; and these insti- 
tutions are crowded with colored students.
